It is essential that 
a quorum of 300 members of the 
Society f be present at the meeting 
which will take place at 1 pm, in 
the Union Ballroom. 

Union Constitution 

A new constitution is being pro- 
posed by the Union's present exe- 
cutive. According to the proposed 
document a Board 'of Managers 
would be in complete charge. The 
membership thereof would cpnsiat 
of an executive, the chairmen of 
the Union sub-committees, and a 
group of ex-officio members. 
President 

The executive shall consist of a 
President, to be elected by the male 
member of the student body in 
March of each year. (The consti- 
tution does not require him to 
have two years of experience as 
it was previously suggested.: Un- 
der a separate' issue, to be put 
forth, at the Students' Society 
meeting, it will bo moved that his 
position I» also that at Vice-Presi- 
dent of the S.E.C. 

Women's Vice President 

A Women's Vice-President shall 
be a- female undergraduate to be 
elected from among the female 
meQibers of the student body. The 
Women's Union unanimously ap- 
proTed. of having a liaison officer 
on the Union Board of Managers, 
it was announced today. She will 
be elected in March ef each year 
from among second or third year, 
resident or non-resident members 
of the Women's Union. 
Chairman of Board of Managers 

The Chairman of the Board of 
Managers shall be appointed by 
the retiring executive among 
those who have formerly served 
on the House Committee, subject 
to the approval of the S.E.C. This 
will replace the position previous- 
ly held by an elected Men's Vice- 
President. 

Chairmen of Sub-committees 

Each Bub-conunittee shall be hea- 
ded by. a chairman w1to.^8haU, be 
appointed by the Board^of' Man- 
agers from the sub-committee 
members in March of each year, 
after the election of the President. 

In order that in the future int- 
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portant issues be voted on even 
after the failure of a quorum to 
turn j>ut at the Students' Society 
meeting, it was proposed and pas- 
sed, last year, that a referendum 
be held at the discretion of the 
S.E.C. The motion, however, spe- 
cified only that tiie number of 
voters required to carry a motion 
in a referendum be the same as 
the quorum of the Students Socie- 
ty. The University Senate — com- 
posed of various deans and pro- 
fessors — rejected the proposed 
innovation, asking that the re- 
quired number bo '20 per cent of 
the members of the Students So- 
ciety. Consequently only an am- 
mo nd ment will bo presented.

Mr. Beguin, editor of tho French 
political revue Esprit, was addres- 
sing' a meeting of the French So- 
ciety in the Union, oh .the topic, 
"Have French Intellectuals Be- 
come Useless?" , 

The beginning of the dramatic 
war, between tho party of right- 
ousness and liberty, in Spain, im- 
portant event of the second quar- 
ter of this century. While tho 
Ciitholic Church supported tho 
order party, intellectuals blastc<l 



Europe, denouncing political trea- 
chery in tho name of rightousness, 
of which Christians are so often 
to blame."

FOR SAKE OF PRESTIGE 

Yesterday's Daily included on article submittèd by members of 
the Scarlet Key executive defending the Society against a criticism 
which appeared in this column the previous day. They attempted to 
show that the scherne of appointments that was proposed was Im- 
practical, if not impossible. However, the obvious inconsistencies In 
their drguements foil to do them justice. ' jj^^fe 

The 'Key' members in question base their defence aSt^M 
observations. • . 

"...screening committee puts in a'great number of hours just 
sorting out the nominations received and cutting them down to a 
♦reasonable size. It would be completely impracticable if. this/:or,ahy 
other comm'ittee, were settled with the responsibility of making the 
final decision ..." . • ^ 

, It is suggesfisd; above, that the committee would be required to 
devote too much time to selection. Surely the executive did not mean 
to imply t(iQt the organization is not worthy of the extra time. 

If a hundred applications were received fof the Society, it is 
concievoble that 20 or 30% could be eliminated from the forms 
alone. The remainder, at 10 minute interviews per applicant, inclu- 
ding discussion, could probobly be resolved in 1 5 hours. 

As a second orguc-ment the executive has forwarded the opinion 
that it would be impossible to judge the applicants on 10 minute 
interviews. What they have failed to consider is the fact that under 
the present system the voters are asked to judge, the nominee 
on a five second acquaintance with his name only. ' '. 

Thirdly, the executive fears thot oppointment by a committee 
would leod to the establishment of a clique. This is highly improba- 
ble if the selection committee were composed of Faculty members 
as well as leading and responsible students. If the fears ore truly 
justified, why Jids the present selection committee been allowed to 
function? The threat of cliquishness is no less pronounced here 

The switch from election to selection is not desirable because 
'ill^hove any effect on membership,- but for the reason that it 
will odd considerable prestige to the Scorlet Key Society, A 'Key' 
member at present con only be considered a figure that is more 
popular than his fellows. A member, under the syste/n of selection 
could truly "be classified as honorary since he hos been able to pass 
G rigid, test of character and qualification administered' by Staff 
members and fellow students. ■ ' . 

HONEST DOUBT 

More than at ony other time in his life, the student arriving 
at 0 University is faced with on imposing array of extra-curricular 
activities — athletic, social and .religious. Among thé athletic and 
social activities he or she can usually find sorne club that caters for 
individual tastes and interests. In religious matters, .however, it is 
only the minority who can settle in readily into tlieir particular reli- 
gious group. .The vast mojority of students, due mainly either to too 
much religion, and on enforced attendance at church, or to total 
indifference and a complete lack of religious background, drift arounc 
Qt a spiritual loss. They are conscious of a need and a seeking, one 
yet are not. too sure how this need con be fulfilled. They are wary 
of organized religious clubs, which very often tend to become closec 
groups of individuals of o particular faith. In time, many just drift 
into atheism or agnosticism. But even otheism Hs a religion, since it 
is 0 response, however misguided, to a ^iritual need 

Recently there has been on encouraging sign of a revival of 
èrest in religion on the campus. Articles in the Daily, debates, 
and discussions on the nature of Christianity, hove all tended to 
moke people think, about, («ligion. People seem less self-conscious 
about expressing lîwTi^eiïgTous views^ and there appears to be a 
genuine seeking, and honest desiretfo .f ind out about religion. 

The theologians are to bé commended for the readiness with 
which they have taken up the challenge, and expounded their views. 

An iftimense amount con be done at university to loy spirituo 
foundations, to provide a firm bosis upon which the individual cori 
build, to give the student a source of threngfh. The revival 
interest in religion, especially by debate and discussion, provides a 
means" of helping many students who ore on the fringe of belief, and 
in honest doubt.

Of ttie very thought-provokinp 
articles on Prison Life in Quebec, 
ttic one entitled "Prisoners Rcvcnl 
Selves" made me holt in my 
tractja." Ttiis article dealt in part 
with the phenomenal rampage of 
homescxuality in prisons caused 
by the inability of men inmates 
to satisfy their sex drives in the 
accepted manner. It is true to say, 
t}iercfore,"that a man accustomed 
to female companionship vdW, if 
denied his natural counterpart, in 
time turn to liis own sex and re- 
lease in this way his repressed 
desires. 

The horror of this situation is 
that on release from prison, this 

man may be incapable of rcchan- 
neling these desires into natural 
courses. 

As the same article stated 

'science has yet to find a harm- 
less drug which will palliate man'.s 
appetites,' it becomes apparent 
that desires cannot be suppressed 
by scientific means, and as Man 
himself cannot ignore them, de- 
sires must have an outlet. 

If prison authorities are cogni- 
zant, as they assuredly arc, with 
tfie rampant homosexuality in their 
prisons and continue to ignore the 
.'^ocinl and moral implications of 
such activity, then they are wil- 
fully injuring society. 

Where does the cure liet 

In Wilson's 'My Six ConvicU,' 
ane reads of. penitentiary inmates 
having access to means by which 
women were smupKled into the 
prison. In Mexico, a certain large 
pehitentiaryt^aUoWB men to be 
with their wives or mistresses for 
a two hour {ieriod once a week. 
During this period cell mates will 
give the visitor full privacy by 
leaving the cell. They in turn re 
ceive the same privacy when they 
desire it 

Here, at least, are two ways in 
which pervcrseneas in prisons is 
discouraged. But what of the men 
without wives or mislreases, some 
will ask? This brings up the quea 



tion of whether Prostitution should 
be legalised in prisons; if not, 
whether authorities should turn a 
blind eye on such procedure. Which 
fvil should be tolerated in fact7 
Homosexuality or Prostitution? 

As Prostitution is an accepted 
although illegal practice in this 
society, surely prison authorities 
should allow it in prisons in the 
interests of their 'wards' and so- 
ciety as a whole. One homosexual 
can do a lot of harm in the con- 
fined spaces of prison life; he may 
corrupt many men who under nor- 
mal circumstances would be the 



first to attack the very thing they 
find themselves bowing down to.' 

These are tho facts as one mem- 
ber of society sees them. What is 
right? Prostitution or Homosexu- 
ality? The one, an already accept- 
ed aspect of society: the other, a 
growing menace in society. There 
is no use in hiding from reality. 
It ia only by facing it that Man 
can progrçss and through prog- 
ression help those who may be 
suffering from the defects of a 
disinterested authority.
